OME, Dec. 20.—Large numbers 
of Serbian refugees of all classes, 
including former cabinet minis- 
ters, deputies, writers, and ar- 

tists, are arriving here from the Italian 

ports of Bari, Brindisi, Messina, an 

Catania. : 

All the Serbians arriving here agree 
their ruin was due chiefly to the insist- 
ence of the entente allies that they wait | 
for diplomatic negotiations instead of at- 
tacking Bulgaria before the latter was 
ready. 

This caused not only their defeat, they 
say, but the destruction of their coun- 
try, as certain regions have been put to 
fire and sword, resulting in the crushing 
especially of everything dear to the Ser- 
bians in patrietic memories. 

Officers of the Serbian staff express 
the opinion that the situation might still 
have been saved if one army corps of 
entente troops had arrived in time to as- 
sist the Serbians at Vranya, as the Ser- 
bian army, although outnumbered, 
fought magnificently. This, they say, is 
proved by the fact that the Serbians, 
although withdrawing; made 70,000 
prisoners, including 600 officers, half of 
whom died during the retreat through 
typhoid epidemics which afflicted the 


army.

The vietim was Frank Harrod, 88 years 
old, under an indeterminate sentence for 
larceny and burglary, from Marshall 
county. 

Perry is known im Joliet prison as 4 
“bad man.“ His record was such that 
when his case was brought before the 
parole board last July it was recommend- 
ed that he be retained to serve his maxi- 
mum sentenge—wntil 1923. 


Once Tried to Escape. 

In November, 1014, Perry made an at- 
tempt to escape from the prison, and upon 
being searched was found to havea knife 
in his possession measuring twenty-six 
inches in length. It had been fashioned 
from a file. 

Perry was sentenced from Cook county 
in August, 1914, and was given Harrod as 
a celjmate. About two weeks ago Harrod 
complained to the prison autherities that 
he was afraid of Perry, and he asked te 
have his cell changed. There had been 
some quarrels between the men. 

In the meal line Harrod had been placed 
near the heed and Perry near the end, to 
keep the men apart. Yesterday after- 
noon, around § o'clock, the prisoners had 
been ordered to knock off work and fall 
in line for dinner. Both Perry and Har- 
rod were employed in the chair shop. 


“You Stool Pigeon——” : 
Thirty men were ig line when Perry 
picked up a chair leg and walked to 
tho head of the line. 
“You steel pigeon,” he shouted, ad-

Is Upheld by Supreme Court 
in Suit Against As- 
sociation.

Dr. G. Frank Lydston won his five 
year legal battle against the American 
Medical association yesterday when the 
Supreme court upheld the decision of the 
Appellate court and ordered the removal 
of the present board of directors. 

A complete reorganization of the asso- 
tlation, a national body composed of 


‘ more than 40,000 members, probably will 
follow. Under the Supreme court's rul- 
ing the members of the present board of 
directors were elected illegally, inasmuch 
as the association waa incorporated under 
a charter from Illinois and therefore must 
hold its annual meetings in this state.
